Claims 13, 18: Not within the scope of claim 1. Substitution of imidazole ring is other 
than in claim 1. The substituents in claim 13 have definitions that are not in claim 1. 

Claim 15-16: Are not drawn to practical utilities. It is not clear what applicant means by 
"influence blood coagulation [or] fibrinolysis". One must read the specification into the claims 
contrary to several US courts' decisions. Such reading of the specification renders the claims 
duplicates of 17. 

Claim 17: While anticoagulant may be used in the course of treating the listed diseases, 
the anticoagulant does not treat several of the diseases, such as, Ml, viral infection, etc. The 
claim should be drawn to a method of using the compounds as antithrombic agents. No need to 
list the diseases where thrombosis may occur.
